, infinite goodneſle mult lartshe for them. 
Now what a ericte1s it tor the fonne to be 
| {mitten with the conſent of his tather,for the 
| Lord ro be derided of thuſe whoſe redemp- 
tion he was a ranſoming, to ſuftcr luch great 
and grieuons puniſhments by his owne vo- 
luntarie approbations, what a griete 131t © he 
forbore to vie his owne power in refilting 
| theſe opprobries,in the time of his paſſion : 
* Notthat he ought to do ſo, as ſuftering for his 
owne finnes, being without fiane, but that he 
would doe fo, inthe fulnefſe of his charitic,

ring : hee was rich above all, becauſe God 
without finne; poore aboue all, becauſe man 
for our finnes. T o theſe adde the tendernes 
of the fle(h,which did ſuffer; the contempru- 
ous deriding world, for which hee {uftered; 
the griefe of his diſciples flecing, becauſe he 
ſuffered : adde all things, addecuerte thing, 
except you ſee all dolovrs ofeucrie martyr 
oucrcommed and ſurpaſied inthis dolorous 


paſſion of our bleiled Sauiour, 
Thou 
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Thou ſceit noc what the Crofle can teach 
thee, or Chit crucified doth pgiue thee to 
conceive, words are wanting to exprefic the 
grearneile of this pailion. His dolors were 
ihnite, not. tobenumbred by art , or com- 
prehended by mans apprehenſion; ſuch and 
lo vehement, as feAcd the heavens, the 
earth, the liumg, the dcad, the ſenſible, and 
vnienhible creatures; rhe | uwng was obſcu- 

cd, and the moone hid her ſelte for ſhame, 
the carth trembled tor teare,the monuments 
opened themſelues, and the dead aroſc alto- 
niſthed; and whar diltraction of mind mans 


rongue cannot deliver, Nature her felfe vn- | 


dertouke to dilcoue: : our griete 1s from this 
ſorrow; but our 10y ts, that this ſorrow and 

gricte was luttred tor our redemption. 
artyrdomc 1s a great myiteric. Iris not 
that juwre, which the fenſe concerueth, but 
it is that lweernctle, which no lenie conceits 
aright: for albut, the habit of that death be 
ynnaturall.

there 1s the centre of our repoſe, theſecat of 
our ſecuritie, and mariyrdome is the bridge 
ouer which wee paſle to our contentment.

inthe {moake of her martyrdome. But why 
do Iglcan info plentitulla harueſt 7 Colle& 
the coles, the wheeles, the ropes, the rakes, 
and all the torments that tyrants haue inuen- 
ted or martyrs {uftered, and you ſhall ſee the 
Crofle of Chriſt and meditation of the pal[1- 
on, to haye made thoſe torments delighttull 
to martyrs, that have ſeemed vniupportable 
to the execurioners themlclues. A ſtrange 
kmde of triumph, where the conquerour 1s 
halcd onthe hirdle, with his handes mana- 
cled ; his triumphant arche, the diſgracctull 
gallowes 3 his ſpoiles and prizes, his vnbod- 
ed bowels ; his pompe, puniſhment ; his ma- 
cite, m!terie. 

T he Silkworme firit cateth hir ſelfe out of 
a very httle ſeed, and groweth to bce a tmall 
worn : atterward when by teedinga certain 
time vpon trcſh and greene leauesit 13 waxed 
of greater lile,cateth it ſeltc againe out of the 
other coate, and worketh itleltc into a cale 
of ſilke ; which when it hath once finiſhed, in 
checnd caſting the ſecd tor many yoong to 
breed of, and !leauing the filke for mans or- 
nament, dieth all white and winged, in ſhape 
ofa tying thing :

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Euen ſo the martyrs of the: Catholicke 
Church , firſt breake out of the dead ſecd of 
originall ſinne by Baptiſme : then, when by 
feeding on the Sacraments and leaues of 
Gods word, they are growne to moreripe- 
nefle, caſting the coatc of worldly vanines, 
they cloath themiclues with the filke of ver- 
tve & perfection of hte, in which worke per- 
ſcuering to the end, euen when the perſecuti-

So that though theripe 
trait of the Church beegathered, yet their 
blood engendreth new ſupply, and it increa- 
ſeth the more, when the cilincreaic therot is 
viol:ntly procured. Ir 1s ike the buſh thar 
burned and was not conſumed. Ot the own 
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ruines itrilech, ang ofthe owneaſhes it reui- 
ueth, and by that increafeth, -by which the 
world decayeth. Foralbeit Conſtantine refu- 
ſed a bath of the blood of Infantsin age, yer 
doubtlefle had nor theſe Intants in innocen- 
cie (I meane the Martyrs ) bathed him in 
theirs, God knoweth whethereuer hee had 
beenerid of his ſpirituall leprofie : which he 
himſelte in a mancr acknowledging, when he 
came to that famous councell of Nice, ftind- 
ing many of thoſe fathers,that had ſome parr 
ot their body maimed,or disfigured with rhe 
torments ſuffered for the Catholique faith, 
he embraced them in humble ſort, moſt de- 
uoutly kill:ng the ſcarres of their tormears, 
as moſt honorable badges of Chriſtzanitie. 
The Crofle of Chriſt gives comfort to all 
thoſe that repoſe themſelves vnderit : Con- 
ſider the tragicall pagent of Chriſtes paſſ1on, 
wherein heethus loſt himſelfe ro winne vs : 
Bebold his head full of thornes, his eares ful 
of blaſphemies, his eyes full of teares, his 


mouth tull of gall, his bodie full of worinds, 


his heart full ot ſorrow 3 no part free from 
paine, that all our parts might be freed of 
paine. O worke withoutexample, O grace
